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KPFA's  program  schedule  is  published  in  this  monthly  guide  as  a  service 
to  subscribers,  who  support  our  non-profit,  non-commercial  station  at 
the  rate  of  $15.00  (regular)  or  $10.00  (student  and  retired)  for  a  year. 

Our  broadcast  day  starts  Monday  through  Friday  at  6:45  a.m.,  and  on 
weekends  and  holidays  at  8  a.m.  Programming  usually  lasts  past  mid- 
night. 

Listeners  in  certain  parts  of  the  East  Bay  who  have  difficulty  re- 
ceiving KPFA,  94.1  MHz,  can  hear  these  programs  broadcast  simultan- 
eously on  KPFB  at  89.3  MHz.

We  will  be  starting  our  daily  programming 
at  6:45  each  weekday  morning  (that's  our  goal,  anyway), 
easing  you  into  our  7  o'clock  news  rebroadcast  with  some 
music.  It  should  be  easier  to  get  up  to,  safer  to  shave  by  .  .  . 

IN  THE  MORNING  continues,  despite  Lou  Hartman's  leave 
of  absence.  As  we  go  to  press,  we  don't  know  who  will  be 
producing  it  on  a  regular  basis,  and  we  will  still  be  experi- 
menting this  month  with  several  people.  We've  removed  the 
commentary  rebroadcasts  from  this  time  block  to  1030  a.m.
